Italian Stamp 


Honors Painter 


The striking “self-portrait” of 
Filippino Lippi, Renaissance 
painter, adorns a stamp in his 
honor issued by Italy to mark the 
5th Centenary of his birth. Ac- 
cording to Pierson Ostrow, the 
first day of sale was No- 
vember 25; postal validity 
will extend through December 
31, 1958. The engraving was ex- 
ecuted by V. Nicastro. It is most 
effective in its simplicity. Print- 
ing is in panes of 50 subjects, on 
thin, star-watermarked paper. 





This commemorative is of par- 
ticular interest to Vatican spe- 
cialists since Lippi created the 
“Vision of St. Bernard”, a seg- 
ment of which forms the design 
of the St. Bernard set issued by 
the Vatican in 1953. 

Filippino Lippi was born at 
Prato in 1457, the son of Filip- 
po Lippi, a Florentine painter. 
From his father, young Filippino 
learned the rudiments of his art. 
Upon his father’s death, the 
youth was placed in the studio of 
Boticelli. 

Lippi was only 20 years old 
when he painted the “Vision of 
St. Bernard” which won him his 
reputation. In his works were 
reflected a vast panorama of de- 
tail—Chinese, Moorish, German; 
he embraced all styles and mold- 
ed them to his own genius. 
Because of his facile reflection 
of so many forms of art, he 
founded no school of painting and 
had few distinguished pupils; but 
his works remain things of beau- 
ty to this day. 

Filippino Lippi died at Flor- 
ence on April 18, 1504.

The pros- 
pectus and entry blanks now are 
being printed and will be avail- 
able to American collectors from 
Mr. Kehr at 230 W. 41st St., New 
York 36, N.Y. within a few 
weeks. 

Mr. Basavilbaso revealed that 
owners of Argentine collections 
in the United States are espe- 
cially welcome, that his country- 
men might see what had been 
done with their stamps in North 
America. “But we hope that 
every kind of collection will be 
entered to represent the entire 
philatelic field,” he added. 





China Second Set 
New Year Cards 


The Republic fo China on No-| 
vember 1 released three domestic 
New Year Greeting postal cards. 
These are identical with the ex- 
ception that the picture side has 
a group of three trees, a different 
color on each card. 

The “Map”, 20c deep red stamp 
is imprinted for postage on the 
address side from _ lithograph 
plates. At the top, also in red, is 
the inscription in Chinese, “Post- 
al Card of the Republic of 
China”. At the bottom the slo- 
gan, “To folow the highest leader 
and to carry out the Three Prin- 
ciples of the People”. It too is 
red. 

Pictures on the other side 
come in deep red and_ light 
orange, deep red and lavender, 
and deep red and gray. An in- 
scription on all cards in red 
reads, “Wishing You a Happy 
New Year”, 

According to Howard T. H. 
Ang, P.O. Box 10, Puli, Formosa, 
the printers, the China Engraving 
and Printing Works, produced 1,- 
600,000 of each of the deep red 
and light orange, and deep red 
and lavender cards, and 1,800,- 
000 of the third. 

Mr. Ang further reports the 

release of five Special Express 
stamped envelones each of which 
has the $1.40 Map regular im- 
pressed. On the face of each is 
a different slogan. These are 
equivalent to what is known in 
the United States as the No. 10 
size. 
é He states that there were five 
Military Use” postal cards is- 
sued recently. They all have dif- 
ferent slogans on the address 
side. The impressed stamp is a 
20c green showing a temple with 
an overprint of two Chinese 
characters.

In the next column you will find a picture of a block of 16 
eopies of this stamp. In my auction in the October 21 edition of 
this paper I offered some of. these stamps with the St. Louis Pre- 
eancel, Several were in blocks of four, wholly imperf vertically. 
d stated that Scott did not list this stamp 
in blocks, only in pairs. I also said that 
what Scott did list was merely the pre- 
cancel and not without precancel. These 
remarks were made from notes I had 
made based on the 1955 catalog. I had 
not checked in the 1957 edition and had 
ot realized that Scott now did list 
it without precancel but only in pairs 
imperf vertically. 

My attention has been called to this 
error by a few people. One man has 
submitted evidence of the fact that these 
stamps unused, without the precancel, do fags 
exist in pairs and blocks of four wholly 
imperf, both vertically also horizontally. 
Also that there are blocks of four which 
are imperf both vertically and horizontal- 
ly and horizontally. The photo which 
has been sent to me was folded, so that 
the break in the picture may show up in 
the illustration. The man who sent it 
also marked a vertical ink line between 
the stamps to point out the imperforate space. ; 

It can now be seen that Scott lists this only as imperforate 
vertically in pairs. It should be included in the catalog in imper- 
forate blocks of four — it should also be included imperforate hori- 
zontally in pairs and in blocks of four, also in blocks of four im- 
perforate both vertically and horizontally. _All of these variations 
show up clearly in the illustration. There is a possibility that this 
stamp might be found used with regular postal cancellation in im- 
perforate pairs. It will pay to watch. If found it will be a rare 
piece. 


Correction On U. S. Letter Sheets 


When one starts writing about something with which he is not 
too well acquainted, he is very apt to make a mistake. This is 
just what happened in an editorial a few weeks ago when in writ- 
ing about Postal Stationery, I made a boo boo. . : 

I was quite able to point out some of the interesting things 
about Postal Stationery and speak of it in a general way, but it 
has since been called to my attention that I made an error in speak- 
ing of U. S. Letter Sheets. oe ; 

For more years than I can remember I have been familiar with 
the 2c green Grant letter sheet of 1886 and it was about this that 
I made the error as I stated it was the first one of the U. S. I frank- 
ly admit that I have never been seriously interested in U. S. enve- 
lopes, so never did study them to such an extent that I would be 
fully familiar with them. I was greatly surprised when I heard 
from some readers with regard to a letter sheet issued in 1861. It 
is Scott No. U36, 3c pink on blue paper. 

Thus even after 60 years as a collector and student I have 
learned something new. Postal Stationery is becoming more popu- 
lar every day and perhaps before long we will have some good ar- 
ticles on the subject by collectors who know it well. 


The Poor Man’s Catalogue 


Regardless of what our citizens may collect, most every one, 
even as a beginner, takes up United States stamps. That is but a 
natural thing to do. Every collector soon realizes that he needs a 
catalogue, but for many, especially the younger element the cost 
is almost prohibitive. 

Another thing that most will learn is that practically all pub- 
lished and advertised offers are based on the number of the stamp 
in the Scott Standard Catalogue. Therefore one needs the Scott 
Catalogue if he wishes to know what is being advertised and of- 
fered. 

Today a complete Scott Catalogue will almost completely wreck 
a ten dollar bill. If one wants to add the Specialized U. S. then 
thé ten is gone and more besides. 

It is not possible to buy a complete foreign catalog for much 
less than ten dollars, but there are available very fine simplified 
catalogues of United States stamps, including Postage, Revenue, En- 
velope, Department, Dues, Special Delivery and many other varie- 
ties at a price that is within the reach of every reader of this paper 
as well as every stamp collector. 

This book also includes United States Possessions such as stamp 
issues in Cuba under U. S. Jurisdiction and issues of Hawaii, Canal 
Zone, Philippines etc., etc. Besides the listings there are page after 
page of easy to understand information and instruction about the 
various issues. Nowhere have we seen so much real stamp infor- 
mation together with a full list of stamps and Canada, Newfound- 
land and other British North American units are included. 

It is the price list of H. E. Harris & Co. 108 Massachusetts 
Ave. Boston, Mass. and is available for only 25c. The book is far 
too costly to give away so it must be sold. The price is within the 
reach of every collector and thus provides even the poorest an op- 
portunity to have a complete list of the catalogue numbers as found 
in the Scott Catalogue. 

We regularly. review publications of other publishers because 
we feel it a duty to advise our readers, It is for this reason that 
we feel obligated to mention this book as we know there are thou- 
sands who are without a reference book of any kind. We know of no 
book for 25c that will provide so much advice and information as 
is contained in this new 1958 Harris Price List.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 









By CARL P. RUETH 


This might be a little late for 
those of you who want to get 
your season’s greetings in the 
mail early. However, here are 
some post offices which have a 
Christmassy, or “this time of the 
year” flavor in their names. 
Many of them, such-as Christmas, 
Fla. and Santa Claus, Ind., get a 
lot of mail to cancel and forward 
as a matter of course. The places

Christmas Cove, Me.; Christ- 
mas, Fla.; Noel, Mo. and Va.; 


Mistletoe, Ky.; Holly, Colo., Mich. 
and W. Va.; Hollyhill, Ky.; Holly 
Ridge, La. and Miss.;  Hollytree, 
Ala.; Mount Holly, Ark.; N.J., 
N.C., S.C., Vt. and Va.; Snow, 
Okla.; Snowball, Ark.; Snow- 
flake, Ariz.; Snow Hill, Ala., Md. 
and N.C.; Bethlehem, Conn., Ga., 
Ind., Ky., Md., N.H. and Pa.; 
Saint Joseph, l., Ky., La., Mich., 
Minn., Mo. and Tenn.; North Pole, 
Colo... and N.Y.; Santa, Idaho; 
Santa Claus, Ind. 

Many of these are small post 
offices which do not have the 
equipment to handle a lot of mail 
like the large city ones. Usually 
at Christmas time they are 
“snowed under” with mail sent 
to them for their postmark—the 
postmasters are cooperative. In 
fact at some places, the POD al- 
lows funds for the hiring of ex- 
tra help to process the Christ- 
mas mail since the postmaster 
does not have enough of an al- 
a in his budget to pay for 
it. 

If you are going to use any 
of the above your cards must be 
fully addressed and bear the 
proper postage. Absolutely do 
not send money and ask the post- 
master to buy and affix stamps 
for you. Have your items ready 
to go. Send them in a fully paid 
package to the attention of the 
P.M. at the place you have select- 
ed. Include a short note request- 
ing the postmark. 

If You want to do the thing up 
right, in the spirit of the season, 
send along a little remembrance 
for the postmaster. Bear in mind 
that this official can be a man 
or woman and make your “thank 
you” accordingly.

Don’t take my word for it, you 
record fans, that these are excel- 
lent. The general public is buy- 
ing them toward the “golden re- 
cord” class which means one mil- 
lion sold. The Lopez music has 
several outstanding characteris- 
tics — all of it is danceable, all 
of it is enjoyable to the ear, it 
has sparkling arrangements, and 
you can always follow the mel- 
ody (the latter can’t be said for 
too many orchestras today), 


It wasn’t possible to circulate 
to any great extent during the 
ASDA Show for as I told you last 
week we were continuously busy 
at our booth, moreso than ever 
before. However before and af- 
ter each day it was possible to 
swap shop-talk with various so- 
ciety officials and dealers. 

Fred Barovick, president of the 
Society of Philatelic Americans, 
stated that his group signed up 
more new members than at any 
previous session of the ASDA 
event. When I spoke to president 
Charles Cratsenberg of the 
‘American Philatelic Society he 
mentioned they were “doing well 
in recruiting -but did not know 
whether they were on the way to 
a new high.. Sol Glass, president 
of the Bureau Issues Assn. said 
they were very happy with their 
participation in the show, while 
Jerry Husak, executive secretary 
of the American Topical Assn. 
summed it all up for the ATA 
when he stated, “more than ever 
before”. 

The Messrs. Schuman and Wal- 
ters of the Society of Israel Phil- 
atelists said their group did bet- 
ter than ever before. 

On the dealer side of the pic- 
ture — starting with our own re- 
sults — we signed up more sub- 
scriptions than at any previous 
show. Most of those to whom I 
talked were of the opinion they 
sold from 10% to 25% more than 
other years. A few claimed their 
gross was down, However, all 
seemed to think they did very 
well in spite of over or under 
percentages. 





I didn’t get past the tecture 
room too often but the few times 
I did it seemed that there was a 
larger attendance than usual. 
Every hour on the hour there is 
a lecture or moving picture pre- 
sented at no cost. 

Once again Bernard Davis of 
Philadelphia, founder and direc- 
tor of the National Philatelic 
Museum there, prepared an out- 
standing display of material.

Sixtus IV 

Pope Sixtus IV founded the 
famous Sistine Choir (for the 
chapel which bears -1is name). for 
the purpose of daily chanting the 
Divine Office. Singers flocked to 
Rome from all Europe to join it. 
Amid all the political and relig- 
ious perplexities that troubled 
his rejgn, the Pope intended to 
continue the great work of Nich- 

olas V in St. Peter’s and the 
Vatican. He did much to build 
up the Vatican Library. 

Restoration continued under 
Sixtus IV. The Sistine Chapel was 
built, the interior of the Vatican 
Palace fitted out anew, and a 
barracks was erected for the 
guard. The roof of St. Peter’s, 
the sacristry and the Chapel of 
St. Petronilla were restored. The 
tabernacle of the Confession and 
the Chapel of the Immaculate 
Conception were built. 

The Sistine Chapei was begun 
in 1473 and finished in 1481, the 
work of Giovanni de Dolce of Flor- 
ence. It is formed like a paral- 
lelogram, 132 by 45 feet. It has 
served as the Papal Chapel for 
semi-public ceremonies. For two 
thirds of its height on the long- 
er sides the walls are unbroken, 
topped by a cornice, above which 
are six round headed windows. 
Two similar windows on the al- 
tar wall have since been blocked 
up. All architectural divisions 
were avoided except the cornice, 
which is three feet wide with an 
iron railing. The ceiling is a 
shallow circular vault resting on 
brackets and pierced by a sky- 
light over each window. The 
whole area was designed and in-

Sixtus IV summoned the most 
distinguished painters of Tus- 
cany and Umbria to decorate the 
Chapel. Domenico Ghirlandajo, 
Sandro Boticelli, Luca Signorelli, 
Cosimo Roselli, Pietro Perugino 
and Pinturicchio, each added to 
the decoration of the walls by 
their paintings, beginning in 1480, 
and completed on August 15, 1483 
when the Chapel was dedicated. 

The original paintings consis- 
ed of fifteen frescoes, twelve of 
which still remain on. the longer 
sides, the other three giving 
place to the Last Judgement of 
Michaelangelo. On the left wall 
(right from the altar) are depict- 
ed events in the history of Moses. 
As was then customary several 
scenes are grouped in the same 
picture around the principal sub- 
ject. Boticelli combined Moses 
slaying the Egyptian, driving the 
shepherds from the well of Jeth- 
roe, going into Egypt and wor- 
shipping God in the Burning 
Bush. Signorelli created the fare- 
well and death of Moses. 

On the opposite wall Pinturic- 
chio, 'Boticelli, Ghirlandajo, 
Roselli and Perugino portrayed 
scenes from the life of Christ. 
The “Vocation of Sts. Peter and 
Andrew” by Ghirlandajo, and 
Perugino’s “St. Peter Receiving 
the Keys” are the best. The wall 
behind the altar was adorned by 
a painting of the Assumption of 
Mary with Sixtus IV praying

The chief scenes from the life 
of Moses correspond with those 
of the life of Our Lord, who ful- 
fils their typical significance. 
What Moses foreshadowed as 
leader of the Chosen People, has 
been perfected in Christ. Peter, 
who lives through his successors, 
reigns as vicar of Christ. Through 
Peter the human race is brought 
to the feet of the Saviour, as the 
Jewish Nation, a type of Chris- 
tendom, was led by Moses to the 
feet of Christ. The Plan of Sal- 
vation is concentrated in three 
names, Moses, Christ, and Peter. 

(Pastor IV, 432-471) 
Innocent VIII 

Despite the exhaustion of the 
papal treasury, and the disturb- 
ed state of Italy, Innocent VIII 
continued the works begun by 
Paul II. He erected a marble 
fountain in St. Peter’s Square, 











with two large basins, one above 
the other. One of these now 
serves as a drinking fountain to 
the right of the obelisk. In St. 
Peter’s, Innocent. VIII continued 
the building of the Loggia-for the 
bestowal of the papal blessing, 
commenced by Paul II, and start- 





ed work on a new sacristy, also 
building a shrine for the Holy 
Lance (destroyed in 1606). 

In the Vatican Palace Innocent 
VIII built the Belvedere. The 
interior of this summer residence, 
built on the slope-of Vatican Hill 
facing’ Monte Mario (now the 
central point of the sculpture gal- 
lery), was completely renovated 
by Antonio Pollajuolo under the 
direction of Jacopo de Pietra- 
santa. The building was a square 
connected to the round tower of 
Nicholas V, and called the Bel- 
vedere because of the fine view 
it afforded of Rome and the sur- 
rounding countryside. The paint- 
ings of Pinturicchio and Mategna 
for this residence have almost en- 
tirely perished. 

Pinturicchio decorated the Log- 
gia of the Belvedere with views 
of various cities in Flemish fash- 
ion, of novelty in Rome;- portraying 
Venice, Milan, Florence, Genoa, 
Rome and Naples; besides this 
he did a fresco of the Blessed 
Virgin. Andrea Montagna came 
to Rome in 1488 with the sanc- 
tion of his patron, the Margess of 
Mantua, and painted the Chapel 
in the Belvedere. One of his 
subjects was the Baptism of 
Christ in the Chapel of St.-John. 
The work of both painters was 
destroyed when the new wing 








was built by Pius VI. (Pastor V,

Via Allesandrina (Borgo Nuovo) 
parallel to the street of Sixtus IV 
(formerly named after Sixtus, 
later Borgo Sant’Angelo). Alex- 
ander completed the Loggia for 
papal blessings in front of St. 
Peter’s, as seen depicted in Ra- 
phael’s “Fire in the Borgo”. 

In the Vatican the architectural 
designs of Nicholas V were car- 
ried out and Pinturicchio was 
commissioned to paint the Pope’s 
Private apartments. These 
rooms had been used as a library 
for engravings. In 1489 the re- 
storation began, and these rooms 
were later used as a museum for 
objects of art of the Middle Ages 
and Renaissange. 

The Appartmento Borgia is on 
the ground floor between the 
Court of the Belvedere and the 
Cortile del Papagallo, built by 
Nicholas III and_ restored by 
Nicholas V, consisting of six 
rooms directly under the Stanze 
of Raphael. To this Appartmento 





Alexandér VI added the Torre Yang Finacial ia

spacious hall into which three 
smaller, nearly square rooms 
open. Pinturicchio’s share in 
painting the large hall cannot be 
determined, because Leo X had it 
redecorated by Perino del Vaga 
and Giovanni da Udine, pupils 
of Raphael, in the style of the an- 
tique frescoes in the baths of 
Titus. 

The three rooms opening on 
this Sala dei Papi (the large hall) 
remains essentially the same as 
in the time of Alexander VI. In 
the first room are scenes from 
the lives of Christ and the Bless- 
ed Virgin, with half length fig- 
ures of Daivd, Solomon, Isaias, 
Jeremias, Malachias, Cophonias, 
Micheas and Joel by the pupils 
of Pinturicchio, decorating the 
ceiling. 

The second room _ contains 
scenes from the lives of St. Se- 
bastian, St. Anthony, St. Cather- 
ine of Alexandria, Sussana, and 
the Visitation; the ceiling holds 
representations of Osiris and Io. 
The third room contains in lunet- 
tes the personifications of As- 
tronomy, Mathematics, Dialectics, 
Jurisprudence, Geometry, Arith- 
metic and Music. From this third 
room one enters the chambers of 
the Torre Borgia. 

The first tower room contains 
figures of the twelve Apostles 
and twelve prophets, each bear- 
ing on a scroll a phrase from the 
Creed. The last room was prob- 
ably the bedroom of the Pope 
and contained twelve lunettes 
with prophets or sybils each 
bearing a scroll containing 
prophecies about Christ. 

Continued restorations went on 
in St. Peter’s Basilica. Bramante 
is supposed to have come to 
Rome in 1499 and to have been 
employed by Alexander VI on 
ah works. (Pastor VI-165- 

3), 


Julius II 


Julius II (1503-1513) who had long 
been friendly with Giuliano da 
Sangallo. Michaelangelo and 
Andrea Sansonvina, invited them 
to come to Rome and work for 
him. Michaelangelo was commis- 
sioned to design a tomb for 


Julius II. The plan was_ so 
colossal, that only St. Peter’s 
could contain it, and it was 


thought to put it in the tri- 
bune, begun by Rosselino for the 














new St. Peter’s. But the tribune 
had to be completed and joined 
to the old building. 











At this period Donato Bra- 
mante, studying in Rome since 
1500, entered the service of Jul- 
ius II as minister of public works 
and fine arts. To Bramante was

entrusted the work of rebuilding 
the Vatican and: St. Peters, in 
which a suitable tomb for Julius 
II was to be provided, about 1505. 
A contest, between Bramante 
with his Umbrian and Lombard 
tendencies, and Sangallo with his 
protege Michaelangelo of the 
Florentine school, was_ settled 
when Julius II saw Bramante’s 
plans for St. Peter’s. He put all 
other works aside and placed 
Bramante in charge, but even for 
the building the means at hand 
were insufficient. 

At first (March 1505) Julius II 
had intended to build a new 
chapel for his tomb; then (up to 
April 11, 1505) he contemplated 
completing the work of Nicholas 
V and Paul II; finally (summer 
1505) he determined to build an 
entirely new St. Peter’s. An im- 
mense number of drawings still 
extant (some by Bramante, then 
60 years old, others by Baldassari 
Peruzzi and Antonio da Sangallo) 
show the energy expended. 


Bramante’s Project 


For a long time all that was 
known of Bramante’s Project 
was that it was a commanding 
central dome resting on a Greek 
Cross with four smaller domes 
at the four angles. Research 
shows that there was much more 
to it. To typify the Universal 
Church and the Papacy, Bra- 
mante decided that this could 
best be done with the Greek cross 
floor plan and great dome over 
St. Peter’s tomb. In the old St. 
Peter’s the tomb of the Apostle 
was at the end of the basilica, 
leading to the use of the latin 
cross floor plan. Bramante is said 
to have described his plan as the 
Pantheon reared on the Temple 
of Peace in the Forum. 

Two complete drawings, still 
preserved, show that his plan 
consisted of a Greek Cross with 
apsidal ends, and the huge dome 
modeled after the Pantheon sur- 
rounded by the four smaller 
domes. Pillared aisles lead to the 
central space. In one design the

arms of the cross are enclosed by 
large semi-circular ambulatories, 
which do not appear in the other 
drawing. In both designs the cen- 
tral dome is colossal. 

Immense niches corresponding 
with the great pillars which 
must hold the central dome sug- 
gested a curved outline for all 
spaces in the building. The four 
small coupolas were half the di- 
ameter of the central dome. On 
the exterior they were not to 
rise above the gabled roof of the 
arms of the cross. Four sacris- 
ties and chapels and bell towers 
were to be distributed around the 
external angles. 

This appears to have been the 
accepted design. The other de- 


sign—with the ambulatories— 
would have occupied a much 
larger area. In its execution 


Bramante’s plan would have cov- 
ered 28,900 square yards, while 
the present church on the plan of 
Michaelangelo (without Mader- 
no’s additions) occupies 17,300 
square yards, more than a third 
less. 

The building of the new St. 
Peter’s according to Bramante’s 
plan involved the destruction of 
the old Basilica of St. Peter’s. It 
had been standing for nearly 1200 
years, and though falling to 
pieces and despite its inharmoni- 
ous jumble of styles, it was a me- 
morial to the history of Chris- 
tendom. Opposition to the de- 
truction of the old basilica was 
greater than in the time of 
Nicholas V, and continued after 
the death of Julius II. Julius II

To repeat, there were three dif- 
ferent central symbols on the 
sheets, each one perf and imperf. 
They were placed on sale at 2 
p. m. on the day of issue, both at 
the central P.O. and at the phil- 
atelic agency. Sales were ration- 
ed and less than 200 were sold 
by the post office before the 
agency discovered that one set of 
the sheets had been printed with 
the DR flag’s colors reversed with 
red for blue and vice versa. 

At the time of the discovery, 
the agency had made up and sold 
less than 100-sets, and prompt- 
ly suppressed the sale. There- 
fore, less than 300 of these “er- 
ror” sets were sold. The state- 
ment that these were proofs is 
pure hogwash—it was an unplan- 
ned and unintentional error in 
the printing. 

The status of these is strictly 
legitimate insofar as any souve- 
nir sheet can be said to have 
been conceived for postal purpos- 
es. One dealer is known to have 
purchased 33 of the “error” items, 
another ten. Other than these two, 
nearly all the sheets were bought 
by local collectors and some by 
tourists. The latter used some of 
theirs for first day covers. 

Contrary to public opinion the 
purpose in issuing so many of 
these different sets and sheets is 
not to mulct the collector, but to 
publicize the country. There are 
more coming, since the decree 
authorizing the issues, mentioned 
six different sets. The writer is 
satisfied that the revenue accru- 
ing from the semipostals is, and 
has been, turned over to the re- 
spective organizations, i.e., Hun- 
garian Relief and the Boy Scouts. 
This is not to say that the writ- 
er approves of the system and 
methods being utilized to handle 
the stamps, nor of the fantastic 
“rationing” scheme. For those 
who: deplore the multiplicity of 
issue the ordinary stamps should 
suffice .without getting into the 
complications of trying for a 
complete set of all the miniature 
sheets.

Notes From 
Israel

The argument over Israel’s last 
three commemorative sets con- 
tinues to rage. An official state- 
ment by the Israel Philatelic 
Agency denies that special print- 
ings were made to enhance the 
-supply of tabbed stamps. Since 
Israel has never made public any 
data regarding the number of 
stamps that it prints, it would 
not appear to be important if re- 
printings are being made. In fact, 
if the purpose is to stop a sense- 
less speculation that harms phil- 
ately, stamp collectors might well 
applaud the move. 

(Editors Note: We have reliable 
information that no reprinting 
took place. It came officially 
from Israel). ; 

There is scarcely a collector 
receiving mail from Israel who 
does not have covers of the Be- 
zalel, 9th Anniversary and Festi- 
val issues showing a SMALL 
SECTION of the stamp above, 
neatly sheered off. These collec- 
tors are asking why the govern- 
ment should thus destroy the us- 
able stamps above the tabs. 

Further evidence is offered by 
strips of tabs now turning up 





which show the _ sections of 
stamps above the tab row imper- 
forate between. The _ tabbed 


stamps are fully perforated; the 
“stamps” above them are not. 

Still more _ interesting; this 
writer has passed through his 
hands copies of the 50pr. Festival 
commem showing a small section 
of The Middle Of A Stamp print- 
ed Below the tab! 

Under the circumstances, col- 
lectors will continue to believe 
that the Israeli Government has 
indeed made special printings of 
the tab strips, and wonder why 
it is felt necessary to disavow it. 

Three new special cancels and 
three new post office cachets are 
on the month’s list of commem- 
orative covers from Israel, 

Most interesting is the new 
cancel that went into use at Se- 
dom on October 30. It may be 
remembered that a_ triangular 
one marked the opening of the 
Sedom Road on March. 26, 1953. 
On February 14, 1956, a new post 
office was opened at Sedom it- 
self, with a device bearing the in- 
scription, in French, “392m. au- 
dessous du niveau de la mer” 
(392 meters below sea level). The 
new obliterator is inscribed “le 
lieu le plus bas du monde” (the 
lowest spot in the world). 

The International Congress of 
Philately met in Jerusalem on 
September 9 and was greeted 
with a simple circular cancel, 
without date or other identifica- 
tion, consisting of twelve 6-point- 
ed stars. A cancel on October 28 
marked the reelection of Israel’s 
President, Yitzchak ben-Zvi. The 
traditional Yahrzeit Candle can- 
cel of Novémber 31 pays tribute 
to Israel’s first President, Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, on the fifth 
anniversary of his death. 

New post offices were opened 
at Ashdod Yam (October 23) and 
in a suburb of Hadera (Schunat 
Eliezer; Hadera 9) on October 22.

and a Protectorate of Gambia. 
(Strange how the term “Protec- 
torate” pops up in all corners of 
the world. There is probably no 
record of any people ever asking 
for protection or being in need 
of protection except possibly 
against the country that is doing 
the protecting). 

When you examine a map®of 
West Africa, you will find that 
the area is almost wholly French 
except for various coastal en- 
claves that are either British, 
Spanish, Portuguese or else more 
or less independent. One of these 
enclaves is the finger-shaped ter- 
ritory of Gambia, a little over 200 
miles long, pointing towards the 
center of the African continent. 

The total length of the river 
Gambia with its innumerable 
twists and turns is about 700 
miles. Except for its source in 
French territory near the village 
of Labe on the Futa Jallon plea- 
teau, it is entirely under British 
control. It is navigable for ocean- 
going vessels as far as Kuntaur, 
150 miles up river, and for small- 
er vessels right to the country’s 
eastern tip. 

The Colony of Gambia consists 
of the small island of St. Mary 
at the mouth of the river, the ad- 
joining borough of Kombo St. 
Mary and_ assorted bric-a-brac 
such as tiny Maccarthy Island in 
the middle river, the villages of 
Brefet and Bajana and something 
known as “The Ceded Mile”. 
This is a thin strip of land along 
the north shore of the estuary 
opposite the fortified islet of Fort 
James, which for centuries was 
the strategic key to the Gambia 
river and which now lies in 
ruins. More about historic Fort 
James when we get to the his- 
tory part of our story. 





overcrowded 
St. Mary have a combined area 
of about 30 square miles and 
form the site of the capital of 
Bathurst, population close to 25,- 
000. This area, like Washington, 
D.C., is administered separately 
while the other components of 
the Colony are administered as 
parts of the Protectorate. This 
measures 4000 square miles, con- 
sisting of strips on Doth banks of 
the river which for most of their 
length are no more than seven 
miles wide. 

As you can gather from the 
map, Gambia is entirely  sur- 
rounded by French territory (ex- 
cept, of course, for its outlet to 
the ocean). “The” Senegal lies to 
the north and “The” Casamance 
to the south, both also named 
after important rivers. Since the 
populations, topographies, crops 
and even diseases in the British 
and French-controlled areas are 
exactly alike, the two administra- 
tions are up against much the 
same problems. 

The country is flat with occa- 
sional low ridges, 50-100 feet! 
high, so you can safely leave 
your mountain climbing equip- 
ment at home. Except in the 
swamps which line che river, the 
soil is sandy and poor. Man- 
graves cover the banks of black 
mud which are intersected by 
thousands of small tidal creeks. | 
The climate along the coast is 
by no means the worst in that 
part of the world, in fact Euro- 
peans are especially comfortable 
during the winter months. In- 
land temperature readings, on 
the other hand, exceed 110° reg- 
ularly and during the rainy sea- 
son from June to October, the 
humidity becomes almost unbear- 
able. 

In former times, an assignment 
to Bathurst was considered one 
of the worst calamities that could 
befall a British civil servant be-

rounded by swamps producing 
mosquitoes that made the fear- 
some New Jersey variety look 
like a bunch of amateurs. These 
swamps were finally drained a 
few years ago and it is now pos- 
sible to walk about without won- 
dering whether you would ever 
reach the other side of the street. 
Despite climatic drawbacks, in- 
sect life and. tropical diseases, 
even Gambia today boasts a lux- 
ury hotel, the “Atlantic” opened 
in 1955, which is very comfort- 
able anu quite reasonable. The 
tourist trade is still in its infancy 
because of the distances to Gam- 
bia from the homelands of poten- 
tial visitors but the outlook is 
considered good. 
Gambia has few natural re- 
sources and its financial position 
has been traditionally precarious. 
Peanuts being the principal com- 
modity, it is inevitable that the 
size of the crop and the price at 
which it is sold are major factors 
in Gambia’s economy. 
Whenever there is an oversup- 
ply, rather than upset the farm 
population which is barely eking 
out a living in any case, the Brit- 
ish authorities support the price, 
pay more per ton than the ac- 
cepted world price and the heck 
with a balanced budget. This is 
why many needed programs and 
improvements tend to remain in 
the planning stage. 
Of course, the French across 
the border must always pay 
roughly the same for their own 
peanut crop because the natives 
have become pretty wise in the 
ways of the world and if there 
were a great discrepancy, the 
peanut crop would disappear 
across the frontiers towards the 
controlling power paying the bet- 
ter rate. 
A great improvement has 
taken place in the production of 
rice which has almost banished 
the dreaded “Hungry Season”. 
This was for years an annual 
hiatus of planting and harvesting 
during which the farmers and 
their families had to expend a 
maximum of energy while con- 
serving the. last remainders of 
food stock8 from the previous 
harvest. 
_ The reason for the former dis- 
interest in rice cultivation was 
that this was looked upon by the 
natives as women’s work . The 
British had a difficult time per- 
suading the men that rice could 
not only augment their own fam- 
ilies’ larders but also turn into an 
important cash drop. The 
Swampy terrain and humid cli- 
mate are not unlike conditions in 
| southeast Asia where rice pad- 
dies have thrived since times. im- 
memorial. 
Some progress has also been 
made in the protection of peanut 
seeds from the ravages of insects 
and larger animals which used to 
make farmers’ lives a veritable 
nightmare at times. During the 


Some grain and cotton, also 
fruit trees and vegetables, are 
grown on a small scale for local 
consumption. There is an active 
fishing industry, mining for il- 
menite (a low-grade mineral), 
and some building of sailboats of 
ancient Portuguese design and of 
sailing canoes. 

Gambia is one of the many un- 
derdeveloped countries receiving 
valuable, though not widely pub- 
licized, aid from the United Na- 
tions Technical Assistance Ad- 
ministration. The population of 
Gambia is on the increase with a 
current total of nearly 300,000, 
virtually all Africans. 

There are only about 500 more 
or less permanent non-African 
residents which accounts for the 
shortage of postally used Gam-

Britain Begins 
Secret Sorting 


The world’s first stamps to in- 
corporate an electrical conductor 
went on sale in the Southampton 
postal area of England on Novem- 
ber 19. They are the six low 
values, from 42d to 3d, of the 
current definitive issue with bold 
vertical lines of graphite printed 
on the back, beneath the gum.

They have been issued in con- 
nection with the new experimen- 
tal “facing”: machine which will 
be brought into use for the first 
time at Southampton _ shortly 
before Christmas, according to 
J. Sanders, Ltd. of that city. 

The graphite line will be de- 
tected by the electronic scanning 
device in the machine, so ‘that 
mail can be automatically sorted 
according to the corner of the en- 
velope in which the stamp ap- 
pears, and thus prepare it for 
cancelling. In addition, since the 
2d, which covers the printed- 
papers rate, has only one graph- 
ite line where the other values 
have two, the machine will be 
able to pick out second-class mail 
and separate it from the rest. 
The new stamps are officially 
known as the Graphite Line Is- 
sue, and are available in ordi- 
nary sheet form and also in coils. 
The 2d coils have been found 
both horizontal and vertical in 
style, but not in booklets. Al- 
though black in color, the lines 
are practically invisible from the 
front of the stamp, unless held 
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New Vaticans Out: 
More Coming In ‘58 


On November 14 Vatican City 
released a set of 4 commemora- 
tives to mark the eighth cen- 
tenary of the Marian Shrine at 
Mariazell, Austria. The stamps 
were designed by Miss Casimira 
Dabrowska and printed at the 
State Printing Office, Rome on 
paper watermarked with the) 
Crossed Keys in panes of 50 
stamps. 

The 5 Lire green and 60L. blue 
were printed from plates en- 
graved by V. Nicastro, Inc. They 


depict the famous Mariazell 
Basilica. Its three spires are} 
unique, two of them. being of} 


Baroque design while the center 
one is Gothic. 

Engraved plates by M. Can- 
farini, Inc. were used to print 
the 15L. slate and 100L. dark 
violet. These two values depict 
the Shrine of Mariazell which 
contains the miraculous statue of 
the Blessed Virgin and Child. 
The statue is carved of Linden 
Wood and is 21 inches high. In 
spite of its 800 year history, it 
shows no sign of decay. 

A set of commemoratives is 
scheduled for February 1958 to 
mark the centenary of the Mari- 
an Shrine of Lourdes, France. 
Though no details are known of 
these latest addiiton to Vatican 
stamps portraying famous Marian 
Shrines of the world, advance 
information indicates that this is- 
sue might consist of 6 values.

The word 
taboo since most collectors have 
yet to obtain a true philatelic bar- 
gain. The advertiser would be bet- 
ter off to take more blank space 
while attempting to cut-out the ad- 
jectives which tend to trip the in- 
experienced. The words only tend 
to prove contention pertaining to 


dedicated to the stamp dealer of 
the world. This important link in 
our hobby unfortunately does not 
always operate within the confines 
of good taste. Therefore, as a phil- 
atelic writer, I feel strongly that 
the present day dealer should take 
an inventory of his intangible as- 
sets as well as his tangible ones. 

My columns appear in the USA, 
European, Asian and Mid-East 
philatelic press and my mail daily 
brings me facts pertaining to 
stamp dealers who operate a bit on 
the misty side of life which cer- 
tainly hurts our hobby in some 
minor way. 

First, I must point out that a 
majority of the dealers I meet or 
contact via mail are honest in- 
dividuals striving for a livelihood 
via the philatelic road. These busi- 
ness men have to contend with 
overhead, smart merchandising, 
shipping problems, etc. The group 
for the most part is an honest 
dispesner of values, how- 
ever, many incidents, which 
in my opinion lack good taste 
or show a sense _ of poor 
judgment can be attributed to 
a small group of ‘‘fast buck’ art- 
ists who call themselves ‘‘stamp 
dealers.’”” I cast most of my re- 
marks to this coterie. 

The dealer today who sells the 
youth of the world must aid the 
child collector. The merchant who 
wants junior to buy the off center 


USA stuff, and generally poor 
copies is working our hobby to 
death. Yes, some dealers give 


junior almost nothing for the few 
cents that his ‘‘stamp budget’? may 
permit. I remember as a child I 
spent a few cents for stamps which 
had ‘“‘great value’ only to find 
years later they were worthless. 

I can still see the dealer flash- 
ing through my accumulation 
while telling me with a grin, ‘‘This 
junk is worthless.’’ This was a 
let down and I stayed away from 
the hobby for years. Dealers 
should not misrepresent ‘‘unk’”’ as 
being scarce, rare, etc. Someday 
the child grows up to find his ma- 
terial is as worthless as the deal- 
ers’ words. The sportsmanship in 
stamp collecting will then be at 
low tide. 

These dealers advertise with 
fancy ads about big ‘“‘bargains’’. 
“bargain” should be 


‘suckers.”

Les Kouba, a Minneapolis wild- 
life artist, submitted the winning 
design for the 1958 “Duck” (Mi- 
gratory Bird Hunting) stamp. A 
story by the Minneapolis Tri- 
bune’s “outdoor writer’, Jim 
Peterson, in a recent edition of 
that newspaper, said among other 
things that Mr. Kouba entered 
the annual contest “on a sudden 
inspiration”. His artwork shows 
a Canada Geese feeding in a 
picked cornfield. 

It was chosen from 96 entries 
from 24 states and Canada. 

Although the winning artist 
receives no direct remuneration, 
his national prestige rises con- 
siderably, and, as Mr. Kouba put 
it, “It’s a very satisfying thing” 
to have your sketch reproduced 
more than two million times. 

However, it’s not the first time 
one of his paintings has run over 
the million mark. The 40-year- 
old artist, who lives at 5418 
Washburn Avenue S. with his 
wife and two daughters, 16 and 
13, had one of his calendar paint- 
ings run into the millions. 

Just about any issue of any 
major magazine, whether it be an 
outdoors publication or the Satur- 
day Evening Post, has one or 
more.of his commercial illustra- 
tions. -Several of his paintings 
have been used on the covers of 
outdoor magazines.

But his duck stamp design was 


a “spur of the moment, shot in 
the dark sort of thing,” he said. 
“I had been getting letters 


for several years from the Fish 
and Wildlife service about the 
rules for entering,” he related.

“Then I saw a photograph of 
Canada geese that my sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Sep Herschman, had 
taken on her farm near Gibbon, 
Minn., and the unusual position of 
the geese inspired me to make the 
sketch. 

“The story about the geese is 
something in itself. Tommy Dah- 
len, another farmer, raises Can- 
ada geese as a hobby. But five 
of the honkers strayed away and 
came right up onto by sister-in- 
law’s lawn. She grabbed the 
camera and snapped the picture. 
I used three of the geese as mod- 
els in my sketch.” 

Mr. Kouba said he spent only 
two and one-half hours on the 
sketch and entered it just before 
the November 1, deadline. He 
even sent it by registered air- 
mail to be sure it would arrive 
in time. 

He is the second Minneapolitan 
to have a design on a duck stamp. 
Rog Preuss designed the 1949 
stamp. 





Yemen Releases 


Single Of °54 Set 
Bruce Conde 


The mystery of the sealed crate 
which has been resting in Sana’a 
since last spring, supposed to 
contain Yemen’s unissued Arab 
Postal Union set, has finally been 
solved. 

On Sunday, November 4, the 
4 bogash ‘regular postage value of 
this set suddenly appeared 
quantities in the Taiz General 
Post Office, in response to an ur- 
gent request to Sana’a to furnish 
replacement stock for the  ex- 
hausted 5 bogash 1940 (Waterlow) 
set, which had hitherto been used 
as a 4 bogash value without over- 











As the Imam has not yet sign- 
ed the Arab Postal Union con- 
vention, and Yemen is not able 
to issue these stamps officially for 
local and foreign postal use, this 
release must be viewed as a tem- 
porary local expedient only, and 
not as official use of the A. P. U. 
set in November of this year. 
Thus, the stamps are valid for in- 
ternal postage only, although I 
shall endeavor to slip some by in 
combinations for external frank- 
ing. 

The item in question is one of 
the uniform items of the Survey 
Dept. Press of Egypt, on old 
Faroukian watermarked paper of 
the Egyptian monarchy. It close- 
ly resembles the Jordanian varie- 
ty in that the A. P. U. inscrip- 
tion at the bottom is in English 
rather than in French (like 
Egypt’s and Lebanon’s for ex- 
ample). 

The stamp is orange brown. It 
has the Arab world globe in the 








center, and is exactly like the! 


other countries’ A. P. U. issues 
except for the country designa- 
tion and currency. In the upper 
right is the long Arabic form of 


the country’s name: “al Mam- 
lakat Al Mutawakeliyat” al Ye- 
meniyat”, in two lines, below 


which appears the English word 
“Yemen”. 

Above the bottom panel con- 
taining “Arab Postal Union” and 
flanking the 1-7-1954 bilingual 


| date (July 1, 1954) of the found- 


in| ing of the Union, are the postal 


and currency inscriptions, with 
“Barid, 4 bogash” at the right 
in Arabic, and “Post, 4 Bgs.” at 
the left. The “Bgs.” is a new form 
of abbreviation for the currency. 

This stamp comes in sheets of 


50 and exists in the quantity of. 


500,000 copies, with only 20,000 
each of the 10 and 16 bgs. higher 
values still awaiting issue in 
Sana’a. Provisional issuance of 
this A. P. U. item may mean that 
the short-lived “Type e” over- 
print on Scott’s No. 51 will be 
scarce and elusive.

HIGHLIGHTS OF A STOCK- 
BOOK 


Did you ever buy a choice lit- 
tle lot of stamps arranged in one 
of the many different small stock 
books that are on the market. 
Whether U.S., foreign or Precan- 
cels the thrill of the search is 
just as exciting in one field as 
in another, depending on your 
point of view. In the book I am 
about to examine the stamps are 
well lapped over so tl.at one must 
remove a row at a time to tell 
what the underneath stamps are. 

Don’t go but to the second row 
until I find a 13c 1926 issue from 
Douglas, Ariz. in U-120 type. 
Down a little farther is an 18c 
Prexy from Riverside, Calif. in 
U-120 type. Next row, a black 
Harding from Putnam, Conn. It’s 
10 x 10 perf but is prett;, well off 
center. 

On the next page are a couple 
of 1c Panama Pacific issues from 
Chicago. Then from Peru, Ill. a 144c 
compound perf in the large rub- 
ber handstamp type, and a 25c 
Niagara Falls perf 11 from Met- 
ropolis, Ill.; U-53 type, also a 17c 
Wilson ’26 issue from Hamburg, 
Iowa, U-120 type. 

Going on down we find a 5c 
Pratt, Kansas, Prexy issue, type 
U-120,. If you have ever seen 
many precanéels at all, you have 
seen that fancy double line type 
from New Orleans, but did you 
ever see it on a 3c Century of 
Progress stamp? ‘ 

Hallowell, Maine appears at 
the top of the next page on a 10c 
22, perf. 11, small rubber hand- 
stamp type. Down a little, a 3c 
War from Branson, Mo., U-126 
type. Then below that aré a 
couple of Montana towns, Dillon 
and Westby, on %c Prexys. 

Las Vagas, N. M. shows up in 
a rubber handstamp type on an 
8c 1923 perf 10. A 1c Prexy from 
Tucumcari, N.M., U-121 type. 
This place I stayed at last sum- 
mer but had to come home and 
get a precancel out of job lot. 
Same page is a 15c Prexy from 
Oakes, N.D., U-122 type. 

Not much on the next page ex- 
cept an Omaha _ precancel, this 
one however from Omaha, Texas, 
on an 8c ’26 issue. Looks like U- 
122 type. Next to it a 16c Prexy 
from Corpus Christie, Texas, U- 
121 type. 

Last page my choice is a 50c 
Prexy from Longview, Wash., U- 
120 type, with a 3c Stuart from 
Westerly. R.I. below it. This is 
a néat printed electro-type. Last 
a 30c Buffalo, 1922, perf 11, from 
Casper, Wyo. in that large rubber 
handstamp type used there. 

For every item mentioned I 
suppose there were ten others 
just as worthy of-mentioning. It 
isn’t often one gets a chance at a 
choice lot like this and I guess 
as long as I last and stamps last, 
I will always get the same thrill 
in checking them over. 
Tomorrow I’ll go over the lot 
again and find something I didn’t 
see the first time. In precancels 
this can happen quite often.

ARGENTINA. A 40c commem- 
orative will be issued shortly for 
the Geodetic Year. 

On November 6.a 1 peso stamp 
was issued marking International 
Letter Writing Week. There birds 
in flight with envelopes in their 
beaks make up the design. 

AUSTRALIA. A new 714d vio- 
let -was issued November 13 for 
ordinary letter rate. The sculp- 
tured portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
is the central design. This re- 
places the King George VI stamp 
of the same denomination. 

The first Australian “Round 
the World” service to be inaugu- 
rated January 7; 1958 is the ocas- 
sion for the issuance about De- 
cember 25 of a 2/- blue stamp 
showing a Super Constellation 
over part of the globe and the 
words “Encircling the Earth”. 


BELGIUM. Six multicolored 
stamps are to be issued on the 
occasion of the international ex- 
hibition to be held in Brussels in 
1958.
